Continued weakness in interest rates | 
apd a drop this week to 18.6% prime ac¬ 
companied by speculation that even 
lower rates were on the way, created 
havpc In the financial markets and some 
of the optimlslra spilled over into the 
commodity trade. Wall Street staged 
*hat looked like a runaway last week 
and -the momentum in the stock 
markets' carried over into Monday's 
trade, which saw the second largest 
total traded la history. Last week set 
the all-time record. 

Most observers credit the wild activi¬ 
ty in the stock market to lower interest 
rates, which are driving the big money 
Investors out of money markets and 
money market funds. Even individuals 
are looking around for better returns 
on their inveetments aa the popular 
small Investor certificates of deposit 
dropped near the 10% level. Many solid 
equities offer dividends much better 
than money market rates, so the swit¬ 
ching of funds has created activity. 
Federally insured mortgage rates were 
dropped a full point to 14% Monday. 

Grain prices were generally firm la 
the cash markets and the futures 
markets were higher. Market 
observers gave various reasons for the 
advance in grain futures, ranging from 
shorter supplies aa farmers held onto 
stored gnfns, to the threat of an early 
frost The unusually low temperatures' 
In the northeast spots down to free sing 
and some frost crested some fears that 
an early freese in the Coro Belt could 
present a danger to tho corn and soy¬ 
bean crops. 

Other observers were assured that 
the acceptance of the one-year exten¬ 
sion of the grain purchase deal by the 
Russians would create heavy export 
shipments of grains as the Soviet ehort- 
; fall appears Worse in .every tqport.

Beef and cattle markets conUnuod a 
r&ther steady course in Monday's trade. 
Feeding areas reported Teedlota fully 
current and strong demand for feeder 
cattle resulted in mostly steady to firm 
prices at the markets for feeders at the 
recently advanud prices. 

One cloud on tho horizon was low or 
lower prices for slaughter cows. This 

S ari of the market has been hit by the 
eaviest Imports of manufacturing beef 
in at least two years and the volume 
from New Zealand and Australia has 
been heavy enough to convince United 
States officials to ask these nations to 
limit exports. Otherwise, it seems cer¬ 
tain that supplies will be heavy enough 
to warrant imposition of quotas. Other 
exporting countries are blaming 
Australia for the Increased shipments. 

Meanwhile, just about everyone is 
watching the torn around in business 
and investment activity and wondering 
whether this la the "real thing" which 
everyone has been hoping for and 
marks the end of the long recessions' 
wont features. Washington reports 
had it that the Reagan Administration 
was Itching to claim Reaganomics was 
finally working, but feared the hubble 
might burst in their faces.
